The ordinance authorizes the city, as 
a home-rule unit, to issue revenue 
bonds which will be used to finance 
home loans for- city residents  pur- 
chasing homes costing up to $80,000. 

The loans should be available at 8.25 
to 8.5 percent, which is lower than the 
9.5 to 10 percent rate now being charged 
by most mortgage lending institutions, 
it was estimated, 

While the ordinance does not ive 
specific figures, Granite City Mayor 
Paul Schuler said current plans call for 
persons or families earning up to 
$40,000 per year to qualify for mortgage 
loans. 

The city hopes to sell $10 in tax-free 
revenue bonds through a broker, about 
$8.5 million of which will then be 
ayailable to assure home loans in the 
city. Since the bonds are tax-free, a 
lower interest rate can be charged on 
the home loans, Mayor Schuler said. 

Currently, First Granite City 
National Bank, M. E. Hoffman mor- 
tgage broker and Colonial Bank of 
Granite City have indicated they will 
process loan applications under the 
program. 

Other lending institutions may join in 
the program in the near. future, the 
mayor said. 

Continental Bank ‘in Chicago is 
designated as the holding bank for the 
money and will process applications 
taken by the local lending institutions, 
the mayor explained. 

The interest rate to be charged the 
home buyer will be determined by the

Mayor Schuler explained that of the 
$10 million Granite City plans to sell in 
tax-free bonds, about $300,000 will go to 
fees for brokers, bonding attorneys and 
other expenses involved in the bond 
preparation and sale 

About $8.5 million will be available 
for home mortgages and the remainder 
will be for insurance and guarantees 

“By May 1, we hope to be in business 
with this program,” Schuler stated. He 
congratulated Callis and Arvil Taylor, 
administrative aide to the mayor, for 
their efforts. 

“Ary and Lance did a lot of excellent 
work on this,’’ Mayor Schuler said. 

After the meeting, Callis displayed a 
report of a joint meeting March 22 in 
Washington, D.C., in which savings and 
loan officials and government leaders 
questioned the growing program and 
warned that the government may soon 
attempt to regulate it, since millions of

Some Granite City senior citizens 
may be forced to deprive themselves of 
food and other basic-necessities due to 
the April 1 boost in the sewage treat- 
ment fee, they said this week. The 
quarterly charge is fo rise from the 
present $6 to a new level of $13. 

Petitions opposing the increase are 
being circulated, and one woman said 
she has obtained 400 signatures. The 
petitions have not yet been presented to 
the City Council. 

The petitions point out that many 
retited persons are on fixed and limited 
incomes. They don’t suggest a specific 
alternative for meeting treatment plant 
bond payments, but they note that “the 
power to tax is the power to destroy.”

Contradictory. and changing 
testimony by union and plant officers 
was alleged regarding a series of 
events, during which dissidents 
initiated-a deauthorization movement. 
Allegations of threats of physical harm 
by a steward were read into the record 

On’ Aug. 1, 1960, an NLRB trial 
examiner asserted that “‘since 1954, 
Smith has been beset by almost con- 
tinuous labor trouble.-In July 1956, the 
(Boilermakers) union in violation of a 
no-strike clause in its contract sup- 
ported a strike of the Machinists. 

“Though the Machinists settled their 
dispute, the union continued to strike, 
contrary to the orders of its Inter- 
national. This strike was led by Chief 
Steward Willard Herzing and employee 
Flarce ‘Bill’ Warfield. 

“The strike was marked by violence 
resulting in an injunction, contempt 
proceedings, jail sentences. and 
discharge of 19 strike leaders including 
Herzing and Warfield. The strike was 
also marked by the strikers locking into 
the Smith plant for ten days its con- 
stituted officers and 59 members who 
led a back-to-work movement, 

“The 1956 strike was settled with 
reinstatement of the 19, the local being 
placed under trusteeship and a signed 
agreement binding employees to ob- 
serve rudimentary rules for good 
working conduct. Herzing was elected 
president. 

“In the spring of 1957, employee plant 
conduct was again deteriorating, en- 
couraged and fostered by Herzing and 
Warfield. The situation deteriorated to 
the point where an open mutiny was led 
by Warfield with Herzing’s blessings, 
and Smith suspended its operations for 
two weeks.”’ 

Regarding a movement by car- 

penters, the Boilermakers responded 
by “threats of loss of job and of bodily 
harm by the union’s general officers 
and stewards on Smith’s time and 
property, and by an actual physical 
attack by Herzing on employee Leisner 
in Smith's locker room,” the NLRB 
said. 
. Herzing’s associates say that such old 
documents are “ancient history,” and 
they report a mellowing of relation- 
ships and booming business at. the 
frame plant, 

However, at one point in the plant's 

history the Smith board of directors 
was preparing to close it permanently 
and it was only through the intervention 
at Milwaukee of Quad-City mayors, 
bankers and business leaders that the 
board changed its mind. 
“As late as the mid- to late-1970s, there 
was a tendency for big, muscular aides 
to be. present during discussions in 
which Herzing participated. 

Citing threats on his own life, the 
Auto Workers president freely injected 
talk of death and shotguns into his 
conversation. A Quad-Cityan resigned 
his executive position and moved out- 
of-town, vowing someday to obtain 
revenge in some form for loud and 
pointed verbal abuse. 

The drive to obtain added power is 
continuing in the Auto Workers and 
Democratic Party channels and there 
have been signs of it becoming even 
broader. 

At one time, Herzing’s’ comments 
convinced some that he might prefer 
Herzing-dominated entities replacing 
the present Tr-City Trades and Labor 
Council and Tri-Cities Area United

Way. But he later began saying kinder 
words about the two groups. 

Through family relationships and 
friendships, he claimed to have with 
him ‘‘100 percent of the employees of A 
O. Smith, 90 percent of the workers at 
American Steel Foundries and at least 
50 percent of the men at Granite City 
Steel.’ The three plants are the three 
largest in the Quad-Cities. 

Political candidates in the November 
1978 election were endorsed jointly by 
Auto Workers Local 1715, with Willard 
Herzing Sr. as president and Michael 
Lesko as political coordinator, and by 
(American Steel) United Steelworkers 
Local 1063, with Willard Glenn Herzing 
as president and Larry Herzing as 
political coordinator. 

Frequently in the news and ap- 
pearing in news photographs, Herzing 
also appeared in 20 pictures in union 
advertisements in November, 
December, January and February, 
emphasizing goals of the United Auto 
Workers Community Action Program. 

The program stresses _ that 
“programs. instituted by Willard 
Herzing have always helped the senior 
citizens, the sick, the injured and the 
needy, not only in the union but also in 
the community. All of these programs 
were very successful and show what 
can be done with teamwork in the 
leadership and solidarity in the 
membership.” 

Union picnics have drawn large 
turnouts, a retirees’ Christmas dinner 
is held annually, and there is a yearly 
Christmas collection for the benefit of 
sick UAW members. 

“At Christmas in 1971 under the 
direction of Willard Herzing, newly- 
elected president of Local 1715, a new 
program was instituted for the benefit 
of our unfortunate members who were 
not working due to illness or injury,” 
the union reported. 

The Christmas cheer program in- 
creased from $1,240 collected in 1971 to 
send $20 checks to 64 ill and injured 
members, to $2,744 raised in 1978 to 
send $28 checks to 98. 

The UAW Constitution calls for its 
Community Action Program councils to 
“develop, promote -and implement 
policies and programs designed to 
improve and enrich the quality of 
American life. 

“The CAP shall engage in com- 
munity, civic, welfare, educational, 
environmental, cultural, citizenship- 
legislative, consumer’ protection, 
community services and other ac. 
tivities to improve the economic and 
social conditions of UAW members and 
their families and to promote the 
general welfare and democratic way of 
life for all people.” 

The union says that ‘“‘under the CAP, 
Local Union President Willard Herzing 
has been able to show his concern, and 
he has been able to care for people from 
all walks of life. Our motto is, ‘We care 
about people.’ 

In his current campaign for a Third 
Ward aldermanic seat next Tuesday, 
April 3, the candidate is emphasizing 
that ‘‘Herzing cares for people.” He is 
urging ‘“‘new leadership and new ideas 
for the City Council.”

The Plan Commission's 
recommendation to deny the 
permit was to have been 
presented to the council for 
final action Tuesday night, 
but the commission’s report, 
was not delivered to the 
council at Mayor Schuler’s 
request. 

Other recommendations of 
the Plan Commission which 
will be considered. April 4 
include proposed denial of a 
permit for St. Gregory’s 
Armenian Apostolic Church 
to construct a church hall on 
Colonial Drive near The 
Colonnades, and proposed 
denial of a request by Terryl 
Francis for a forklift truck 
repair and maintenance 
facility at 2200 Edison Ave. 
Both were requests for 
rezoning and failed for the 
Jack of a necessary six votes 
in favor, 

Two requests for rezoning 
were endorsed by the Plan 
Commission — one for Rite 
Electric to put an employee 
parking lot at 2200 Lee Ave., 
and the other for Attorney 
Richard Allen to allow a 
Par Without Partners 
Club to be built at 2334 E., 
25th St. 

An annexation request 
from Elmer Moats, 4669 
Maryville Road, was tabled 
for further review 

Although the request from 
the Champion family was the 
only request for a special use 
permit, Alderman Coleman 
said he feels immediate 
safeguards should be built 
into the city’s zoning or- 
dinance to assure that neigh- 
bors of an applicant for a 
special use permit are 
notified of the pending 
application. 

Coleman suggested that a 
sign be put up that a special 


; use permit has been applied 


for, He proposed that the. use 
of on-site public -hearings be * 
considered, and that all 
residents of a subdivision in 
which the property is located 
bé notified of the appliedtion, 
rather than just neighbors 
within 100 ‘feet, as is the 
current practice. 

Coleman said\ he won't 
introduce a motion to-put a 
freeze on the use of special 
use permits until the zoning 
ordinance can be rewritten, 
because a similar motion he 
made March 20 had to be 
withdrawn for lack of sup- 
port from other aldermen, 

Mayor Schuler noted that 
ideas now are being 
collected by city officials on 
how. the. zoning ordinance 
can be improved. He urged 
aldermen, city residents and 
officials to’ make ‘their 
recommendations known as 
soon as possible: so thar 
ideas can be incorporated in 
a new plan. 

He said the city hopes to 
Put $8,000 to $10,000 in the 
1979-80 fiscal year budget fo 
revamp the zoning of- 
dinance, including special 
use permit regulations, and 
may use the Southwestern 
Illinois Metropolitan and 
Regional Planning Com- 
mission (SIMARPC) or 
other planning body, to aid in » 
drafting a new ordinance. 

Mayor Schuler also said he 
had given permission for the 
Plan Commission and Board 
of Appeals to old future 
meetings in the ‘courtroom 
used by the City Council, so 
that large crowds interested 
in |zoning matters can be 
seated comfortably for the . 
meetings. 

The two boards have-been 
meeting in the basement of 
the city office building at 
2301-Adams St., which. is 
frequently overcrowded 
when controversial zoning 
matters are on the agenda.

There are two primary 
divisions of pathology: 
clinical and anatomical. 

Clinical pathology involves 
controlled tests on body 
sulistances, such as blood 
and urine. 

Anatomical pathology 
concentrates on tissue 
specimens removed during 
surgery, and the per- 
formance of autopsies 

Kopp focuses his primary 
interest on clinical 
pathology; Spindler, 
anatomical. 

Both, however, frequently 
become involved in both 
areas. 

Clinical pathology, which 
has developed into a diverse, 
scientific field, has been 
around for quite a while. 

Outlining the evolution of 
the hospital lab, Kopp said, 
‘Many years ago,.it became

“In the late 19th Century, 
when bacteriology emerged 
as a specialized field, it 
became possible to grow 
organisms that cause 
disease 

“Means of identifying 
them were developed and 
continue to expand. When 
blood counts became im- 
portant for measuring 
hematological disorders, the 
hematology sectioh rose.” 

He said urinalysis, one of 
the most common and useful 
types of testing, is also one of 
the oldest, dating back to 
ancient Egypt

“In a quarter of century, 
we've gone from a period in 
which very few blood 
chemistries were being done 
by a simple hand com- 
parison method to an ex- 
ponential increase in interest 
in clinical chemistry with no 
end in sight,’ Kopp said. 

Now, he said, laboratory 
personnel are able to 
examine individual _ living 
cells, and are able to test for 
“exquisitely small quantities 
of certain things,” using 
procedures involving an- 
tibodies and radioactive 
materials: 

Spindler said that 
anatomical pathology, 
although concerning 
examination of tissues after 
they have been removed 
from. a patient, does not 
always allow for leisurely 
inspection. 

“When a patient is on the 
operating table and the 
doctor needs to know 
whether or not a tissue is 
benign or malignant, we 
have only a few minutes to 
give him an answer to help 
him decide what kind of 
surgical procedure to do,” he 
said. 

Most tissue examinations 
that pathologists conduct are 
not required to be that rapid. 
however.

microscopic section made, 
which means that we cut off 
a small piece of the im- 
portant area and put it in a 
fixative. 

“It's fixed overnight and 
impregnated with paraffin; 
then, early in the morning, 
very thin sections are sliced 
and mounted on microscopic 
slides, which we can look at 
and ‘interpret, usually 
within 24 hours after they've 
been removed,”’ he said 

Interpretation of tissues 
and other specimens has 
become incredibly precise, 
thanks partly to vastly 
improved equipment 
equipment which _ is 
becoming even more 
refined 

As it stands now, 99 per- 
cent of the ‘present 
knowledge in pathology has 
been provided by four 
generations of laboratory 
scientists, but in five years, 
half of it will be obsolete, 
replaced by more exacting» 
data. 

“Most labs now try to keep 
results within 10 percent 
limits,” Kopp said 

“That is, 90 percent of all 
the tests we perform, if 
duplicated, perform within a 
10 percent limit. We're 
constantly trying to lower 
that range. 

“The tighter the limits of 
accuracy for the average 
test, the better our whole 
performance is.” 

“Every instrument in our 
department has to be 
checked at least once every 
day to know that it properly 
calibrated and that all parts 
are functioning normally 

“As the federal govern- 
ment has gotten more ‘and 
more involved with super- 
vision of the laboratory, they 
have demanded more and 
more documentation that 
quality control is being done, 
which has caused a 
tremendous proliferation of 
paperwork 

“Some of our technicians 
spend almost a fourth of 
their day doing the quality 
control procedures to verify 
our records and insure the 
accuracy -of the 
procedures,”’ Kopp said. 

The extra effort, though 
time-consuming, has paid 
off. 

Kopp said inspecting 
organizations such as the 
Joint Commission on 
Accreditation of Hospitals, 
which are rarely com- 
plimentary, have com- 
mended St. Elizabeth’s lab 
staff. 

“Every person in the 
department has put out their 
best effort,’ he said. ‘‘We 
have a fine group of people in 
our department, and they do 
excellent work.”" 

Improvements in the 
speed and accuracy with 
which tests are conducted’ 
have also greatly increased’ 
the volume of tests pathology 
labs are called on to com- 
plete 

“Tremendous changes 
have occurred, and we have 
greatly expanded the scope 
of testing, the number of 
tests we do, and the ac- 
curacy with which we do 
ther. 

“Now we've gotten to the 
point where just the body of 
information we’re handling 
has become a problem 

“Some days we do close to 
4,000 different tests in this 
hospital. We’re up to 800,000 
tests a year, and in the next 
year or two, we'll go over one 
million. 

“‘Just to handle this much 
information, and handle it 
correctly, without mistakes, 
is a tremendous task,”” Kopp 
said 

Computerization has been 
the answer to the data 
organization problem, “A 

<mnajor‘part of our effort now 

system to 
computerize, our data,’ 
Kopp said 

“We've had to become 
computer experts and 
statisticians to handle the 
information we've collected. 

“The lab has become one 
of the most active par- 
ticipants in the hospital’s 
Cost Containment prograrm.~ 
In fact, the first two awards 
for. cost-cutting suggestions 
have gone to lab workers. 

“This is one area in which 
we get vitally involved, 
because we need to deliver 
our product at a reasonable 
price.. “It’s our job to see 
that these resources are used 
to the best extent we can 
employ them,” Kopp said. 

It may seem after all of 
this, that Doctor’s Kopp and 
Spindler spend their time 
worrying about machines 
and chemicals,’ not patients. 

“We're accused of not 

.having any patients,”’ 
Spindler said, “but we share 
in the treatment of all the 
patients in the hospital, 
because at one time- or 
another, we examine 


+ 


specimens from each of 
them." 

It may also seem that as 
chemical and_ technical 
procedures become more 
and more exacting, it will be 
possible to diagnose illnesses 
strictly on the basis of lab 
tests, sort of an ‘“instant 
evaluation” for. each new 
hospital Patient 

“That isn’t what we're 
shooting for, and is not what 
we aspire to do,” Spindler 
said. 

“The primary thing is to 
obtain good initial patient 
information (to which the lab 
contributes) when each 
pati¢nt comes to thehospital, 
followed by continuing 
examination of the patient 
by a physician. We're con- 
sultants, that’s our main 
role.” 

Kopp added, ‘‘It’s im- 
portant to see that the role 
we play is determined by the 
doctor taking care of the 
patient 


“By his invitation, we are 
involved at one level or 
another, but we don’t do any 
tests he doesn't order. 

“It’s only under each staff 
physician's authority that we 
function at all.” 

Occasionally, Kopp. and 
Spindler are called on to help 
the police gain information 
during investigations, not 
unlike TV's premier 
pathologist, Dr. Quincy 
Spindler said, howeyer, that 
there is one major dif- 
ference 

“A lot of that show is very 
good because it portrays the 
pathologist as a scientist, but 
our careers are a little dif- 
ferent from Quincy's. 

“We try to investigate the 
living, whereas Quincy tries 
to prove why people died 

“For awhile, I did ferensic 
pathology with Dr, Gantner

Kopp and Spindler feel

At the same time, 
however, they stress the 
need for a greater awareness 
and understanding of the 
nonforensic aspects of 
pathology and that

‘Eckert works with Walt 
.Crawford at Tyson. 
Crawford, an ornithologist, 
is keeper of the birds at the 
St. Louis Zoo. He also is-in 
charge of the Raptor 
Rehabilitation and 
Propagation Project at the 
research center.

Woodsy is back at Tyson 
and Crawford and his bird 
people jare ‘out trying to 
secure the $350 in 2X4s and 
plywood it will take to build a 
home for the newlyweds.
